Three More Oil Wells 
for Viking - Irma Field 


Last week two more Geologists made inspections of 
the Irma district. Mr. J. Sheppard, chief Geologist of the 
Imperial Oil Co’s staff in the. Edmonton district, was 
here inspecting. the Companies holdings in this important 
area. Mr. Sheppard would not divulge the exact location 
to be starting in this district in the near future. From the 
way things look the location may be in an entirely diff- 
erent section than what has been reported by some who 
claim to know. While Mr. Sheppard appeared very en- 
thusiastic over the ‘prospects over the. possibilities of the 
Irma Field, he appeared to anticipate some difficulty in 
getting through the great gas preasure. 

Just when operations would commence the Times was 
unable to learn, but we are satisfied no time will be lost 
in making a start, as the Company appear to have suffi- 
‘cient area to justify speedy operation. No doubt operation 
would have been started long ago, had the area not been 
filed on by parties who had no intention of doing devel- 
opment work. This has necessitated delays till such time 
as the Officials at Ottawa saw fit to cancel the leases, 
leaving them open for the Company that intended devel-. 
oping them. Owing to the great expense curtailed in put-. 
ting down a deep well no Company would be justified 
in commencing work till they secured -sufficient area to 
justify the expense. ee 

It is also reported that the Coste interests of Calgary, 
intend starting two deep wells North West of: Irma, near 
Birch Lake. Mr. E. Coste has spent several years in the 
Irma and Viking districts, where his Company have: put; 
down a number of wells from which it was proposed to 
pipe the gas to Edmonton. Good showings of oil has been 
reeported in several of these wells. But as thé company 
was only looking for gas, the wells have all been capp-, 
ed, and are waiting until such time as the Company and 

the City of Edmonton can come to satisfactory terms as 
to the price of gas. 

The Talpey Arnold Company have been busy installing 
new machinery which will enable more rapid. drilling, 
and cause fewer delays. This Company have lost consid- 
erable time on. account of their rig being too light. and! 
some parts of the machinery not being heavy enough to, 
stand the heavy strain.

When the Great War ended—yes, even before the joyful news of. the 
signing of the Armistice—the statesmen and thoughtful men of all coun- 
trics turned their attention to a consideration of the gigantic problem con- 
fronting civilization in the repair of the awful damage inflicted on the world, 
It was not the material. damage so ‘much that was the cause of deep con- 
cern, for, given time and money, destroyed cities, industrial estab- 
lishments, railways, mines'and home buildings could be restored. 

The real’ problem were the people themselves. With millions of the 
world’s most able-bodied and virile young. men killed, or maimed and weak- 
ened for life; 


towns, 


with millions of women hopeless nervous wrecks as a result 
of the strain and hardships and sorrows through which they had passed; 
with millions of babies and young children under-nourished during the 
most vital years when wholesome food and plenty of it should”have car 
forthcoming; and with the mental view of everybody far from normal, 
many ways distorted, what, all thoughtful men and women asked laa 
selves, of the future of the race, mentally, morally, physically? And if the 
race is weak in these respects, what of the State itself, because, after all, 
a nation is just what its people are. It is not wealth, or great industries, 
or large cities, or fangs buildings that make a nation, but the people’ them- 
selves, . 

The war had made vividly clear some things which a quarter of a cen- 
tury of peace might not have revealed with so much impressiveness. The 
war liad given us a revelation, for it may fittingly be called a revelation, of 
the relative worth and ability of the ordinary man and woman. During 
the war the ordinary soldier, seaman and airman stuck to their duties and 
did them with a courage and endurance which have. never been surpassed. 
The spirit of the race had not decayed. But the war had revealed also the 
shockingly poor physical condition of a great proportion of the men in all 
countries. In the alleged progress of civilization, in the organization of 
industries, in the development of big business for creating and controlling 
wealth, regard for the intrinsic worth of human ‘life—of men and women 
in good health living and working under wholesome conditions—had been 
to a large extent neglected. : 

Think of the’ significance of these figures: During the last year of war, 
the number of men called up to the army in Great Britain’ was 2,425,184. 
three were fit and healthy, two were in infirm 
health, three might be described as physical wrecks, and one as a chronic 
invalid with a precarious hold on life. Since*that was the physical condi- 
tion of men at their most vigorous age, what would be the condi- 
tion of health among the women and children? In other countries the 
examination of the men called to the colors revealed conditions somewhat 
siriilar, In Canada, with all her advantages of open spaces and outdoor 
of the 362,605 draftees under ,the Military. Service Act, 181,229, or 

about one-half, were. found to be unfit for full service in the field. Even 
without war the races-seemed to be heading. for physical deterioratiom-and 
disaster: 

As a result of. these shocking and altogether alarming disclosures, 
when the Covenant of. the League of Nations was drafted, Article XXV. 
was inserted which binds every nation joining the League to encourage and 
promote a national Red Cross Society having as purposes “the improve- 
ment of health, the prevention of disease, and the mitigation of suffering 
throughout the world.” | The Red Cross was selected for this important 
work because of its international character, its splendid. organization, and 
its wonderful record during the war. 

It is the profound conviction of those who are impresséd. with the im- 
portance and possibilities of. the ideals expressed in the Red Cross pro- 
gramme as above outlined that their realization is possible through the en- 
dorsement and support which universal membership in the Red Cross alone 
can give.

Due to Carbonic and Nitric Acid In 
Water. 

When we sce. great boulders of 
hard rock such as granite, it seems al- 
most incredible that rain has the pow- 
er Of melting them. 

In rain there are two things in ad- 
dition to water which assist this won- 
derful process. 
and carbonic acid, and these are form- 
ed in the’ rain when the oxygen and 
nitrogen become charged with elec- 
tricity as so often happens during 
thunderstorms. 

Of these two acids that slowly eat 
their way into the rocks, perhaps car- 
bonic is the more important. 

By its action it gradually melts the 
hard granite upon which the rain falls 
and so .transforms it, first into sand- 
stone and afterwards into sand. 

Of course this process is a very 
slow one, but it goes on with a won- 
derful certainty. 

These two acids in rain are even 
more important in their relation to 
life, for carbonic and nitric acids form 
part of the food upon w hich all plants 
live,

Span. ‘in “Colorado Will” "Eclipse All 
Suspension Bridges. _ 

The United States is to have the 
world’s highest bridge. It is to be a 
suspension foot and burro bridge and 
will span the gateway to South Bolder: 
Canyon at Eldorado Springs. The 
bridge will be six hundred feet high 
and will be erected at a point still in- 
dicated by a swinging wire between: 
the two canyons. across which Ive 
Baldwin used to walk for the enter- 
tainment of tourists several years ago. 
On the.north side of the canyon the 
cliffs’ rise over a thousand feet. On 
the, south of the canyon Castle Rock | 
cliff riscs 650 feet.

Fort Kootenay, it is true’ was con- 
structed as far back as 1807, but 
David Thompson, the explorer, who 
built that fort could foresee no mora 
than the Indians with whom - he 
traded what the Valley could give 
to mankind. The Kootenay Trail, 
commonly known as the Old Whis- 
key Trail ran from Fort Steele to 
Windermere, then across the Rockies 
by way of the Sinclair Canyon and 
the Kootenay River to the construc- 
tion gangs of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. Whiskey, of course, was 
contraband in those days, and the 
trail resulted in much profit to the 
bootleggers. 

R. Randolph Bruce, C.E., F.R.G.S., 
of Invermere, saw the possibilities 
of this highway, he knew it was time 
the old pony trail should be replaced 
by a good motor road, and through 


. his efforts in 1905 the Canadian Pa 


cific Railway, and the Governmert 
of British Columbia ultimately took 
the matter up.

Every detail of housekeeping should 
be- attacked from a health standpoint.

should be thoroughly and scientificial- 
ly cleansed, i 

Every mattress should be protected 
not only from soil or surface dirt, 
but it should be protected so that it 


may not absorb and hold perspiration | 


or other body excretions. To protect 
it from surface dirt, make or purchase 
mattress covers of unbleached. mus- 
lin. These are-usually provided with 
buttons and buttonholes so that they 


may be fastened after being slipped: 


over the mattress. Rubber sheeting 
or oiled silk are not exorbitant in 
price and go a long way toward pre- 


venting the absorbtion of body excre-|. 


tion, 
Sheets should he washed and boiled, 
but need not fiecessarily be ironed.
